Is British Columbia t6’ be left out 
‘?¢m the Cold? 


Eprror Stanpagp:—The public owe you & 
debt of gratitude for having again taken up 
the question of our Province being represent- 
ed in the Cabieet-at Ottawa. The discussion 
of this question, so important to the welfare 
of this Province, bas been too long overlook- 
ed. This is a subject on which there cannot 
be two opinions in this community. Our in- 
terests ure already suffering neglect in con- 
sequence of justice not having beea done to 
us io this respect. Whatever argaments may 
be advanced by the Eastern Provinces in 
favor of their being represented in the Gov- 
efpment of the Dominion, cana be arged with 
dduble force by British Columbia. Isolated 
as our position is from the Seat of Govern- 
meot, the want of knowledge and an acquaint- 
ance with our local circumstances oo the 
part of the Ministry, reader it irsperative that 
one of oar representatives be at once admitted 
a member of the Ministry. As thiogs go at 
present no one is charged with the oversights 
of our Provincial affairs; the result is that all 
matters pertaining to this Proviace are delay- 
ed and neglected. We are all too well aware 
that last year considerable sums of money 
were voted for public works; nots cent of 
which was spent. The sams had to be re- 
voted this session, and if we are not mistaken 
the bulk of this year’s vote will have to be 
revoted next year. Last year & sum was 
placed in the Estimates for light house at 
Cape Beale; it bad to be revoted this session, 
and for all we know nothing has been done 
yet towards ttre erection of a work so much 
needed. For the Marine Hospital, which 
sbould have been built last summer, teoders 
are only now called for, to be sent in towards 
the end ef next month. Parliament has not 
been niggardly with us im money votes, 
Bat jt is painfal to witness the want of energy 
manifested in the construction of public 
works in this Province Our people were 
disposed’ to make allowances for all the de- 
lags that occurred last. year, but in the 
present condition of trade, and in the con- 
tinued neglect of our best interests, it is not 
to be expeeted that we will quietly submit 
much longer. What we ask and demand is 
simple justice, Give us our rights; we ask DO 
more, and will be couteoted with nothing 
less. Our members, when they know the 
public ferlicg on this question, will cease to 
support the Government, should it refuse to 
do justice to our Province. Several depart- 
meats of the Federal service, under the 
present state of things, are fast becoming 
demoralized. In fact some of them are al- 
ready s0; the only cure for this state of mat- 
ters is that we should be properiy represenied 
in the Cabinet at Ottawa.
